TAMMANY'S NEW CHIEF. 


Sketch of the Man Who Succeeds 


Richard Croker, Retired. 


Netr York, Jan. 13.—In the presence 


of Richard Croker and of the execu- 
tive committee of Tammany Hall, 
gathered in the historic old wigwam 
in Fourteenth street, ex-Judge George 


j M- Van Hoesen, president of the gen- 
eral committee, announced the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Lewis Nixon to suc- 
ceed 3Jr. Croter as chairman of the 
finance committee and virtual leader 
of Tammany HalL Mr. Croker made 
a farewell speech in which he advised 
the workers of the organization to de- 
pend upon principles to win prestige. 
He said he did not fear the influence 
of the deserters. Lewis Nixon, the new 
Tammany leader, was born in Vir- 
ginia ia 1851. He was graduated from 
the United States naval academy at 
the head of his class. He has written 
several books on marine topics and 
designed a nuaiber of vessels, notably 
the battleships Oregon, Indiana and 
Massachusetts.
